forced to retire, the statement says. 
The Austrian and German troops 
pressed back the Rumanians over 
the Homorod River and drove them 
from their positions southwest of Li- 
banfalva. 

The Rumanians are retreating 
through Geister Forest and are being 
pursued, the statement says. Gen. 
Falkenhayn has captured 28 field 


guns and 13 machine guns.

Coroner Padberg, who today began an 
investigation of the loss of six firemen’‘s 
lives in the collapse of a wall at the 
Christian Brothers Colleg@ fire yester- 
day, said that the presence of the fire- 
men in the building, at the time of the 
collapse, was “an act of folly.’ 

The Coroner state@ that he would

The Coroner said that the fire was 
uncer control when he visited the scene 
at 10:30 a. m. When he returned to the 
college, in the afternoon, after 18 fire- 
men had been buried by the fallen wall, 
he was told by some of the Christian 
Brothers that they had advised firemen 
that it was not necessary to risk thelr 
lives in the building while there was the 
element of danger of &% falling wall. 

The Coronor fixed Monday as the day 
when his official investigation into the 
fire would begin. 

Henderson Courts Inquiry.

Assistant Chief Christie said he did 
not know who sent the men in, as he 
was on the fourth floor and gave no 
orders.

“Men Went in Anyway.” 

Capt. Peter Ahearn of Engine Com- 
pany 43 told Swingley he told his 
men to stay out from under the dome, 
but the men “went in anyway.” 

Assistant Chief Frank Dunsford of 
Engine Company 21 said he ordered a 
line of hose in the building early in 
the fire. Swingley said he did not 
ask Dunsford if this was the line 
manned by Truck Company 19. 

Lieut. Cornelius Combis of Engine 
Company No. 30 told Swingley he was 
in the building a short time before the feed 
evllapse, but had gone outside to at-| fF: a ie ee 
tend to the engine when the wall fell. oe eta te 
He could not say who ordered the men Be 1. 
to go in. 

Fire Chief Henderson said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not know 
who ordered the firemen to go into the 
places where they were trapped by the 
falling wall. They may have done so 
without orders, he said, as it was often 
difficult for officers of the department 
to prevent men from taking risks. 

The Chief said he left the fire about 
ii a. m. because he was drenched and 
needed a change of clothing. Before de- 
parting, he said, he told Assistant Chief 

. Punshon and Assistant Chief Dunsford 
not to let anybody get hurt. 

“Up to the time I left no firemen were 
in the pit,’’ he said. “That is they were 
not on the pile of debris in the rotunda 
~y on a level with it. There were 19 or 
20 men on the third floor balcony lével, 
abo-r the pit. I believe the men of 
Truck Co. No. 19 were there at ..at 
time. They certainly did not go into 
the basement while I was at the fire. 

“The principal difficulty of a fire 
Chief is to keep his men out of danger. 
I warned my men when the cupola roof 
was about to fall and they all got out 
safely. . 
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“T had been home less than an hour 


when I received a telephone message 
that 10 of the men had been buried. I 
hurried back to the fire. Thus far I 
have been so busy at the scene of the 
fire that I have been unable to learn 
whether any official of the department 
was responsible for the men being ex: 


posed to danger.”’ 
Swingley to Make Inquiry. 


Direstor Swingley said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he intended to learn 
whether the firemen who were killed 
and injured by the falling wall went 
into the building under a general order, 
or on the initiative of the captains and 
HMeutenants of the different companies. 

He explained the cause of the fatal- 
ity, as he understood it, and expressed 
the opinion that it would have been 
difficult to foresee the falling of the 

Wall, and that the conditions, at the 
time the men entered, appeared rea- 
sonably safe. 

Swingley had left the fire before the 
accident but from his knowledge of 
the building, he said he was able to 
form a definite conclusion as to the 
conditions which prevailed up to the 
moment when the wall fell. 

“Apparently,’’ he sald, ‘“‘the men and 
thelr officers did not think when they 
entered the central rotunda, that they 
were in danger. The roof had fallen 
into the rotunda, carrying the first floor 
down to the basement with it. The de- 
bris was piled nearly to the height of 
the second floor. 

“The wings were safe, and were prac- 
tically undamaged, and it would have 
been all right for the men to work from 
the wings. This would probably have 

en done if it had been supposed that 
9 were exposing themselves to dan- 
ger in the rotunda. But with the roof 
down, and with everything open above, 
the conditions were not such as to sug- 
gest danger. 

Men Familiar With Building. 

“The building was well known to the 
department officials, and some of the 
f™en who were killed had inspected it. 


It was a matter of general belief that, 
if a fire ever got a start there, it would 


be a big fire. But at the time of the 
accident, the fire was under control, and 
the men had begun cleaning-up work.

‘“T am satisfied that the falling of the 
wall was due to the buckling of a 
heavy steel girder, in the southwest 
corner of the rotunda, which supported 
the wall between the entrance and the 
rotunda, and which had become warped 
by the heat and by the sudden cooling, 
the face of it_cooling before the inner 
part.

Were Not in Danger. 


Assistant Fire Chief Alexander P. 
Christie, in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at the engine house 
at Easton and Leonard avenues said that 
he did not know whether any officer 
had ordered the men into the building. 
“IT know that I did not order them in,” 
he said. “I was hurt about 8:20 when 
the dome of the building fell. I.was cut 
on the hand by glass. I remained on the 
job until 10 o’clock. It seemed then 
that the fire was about under control, 
and I asked Chief Henderson for relief 
to go to the engine house to have my 
-hand dressed. 

“I obtained permission and departed, 
leaving Assistant Chief Punchon in my 
place. I was at the engine house about 
20 minutes and returned to the fire. 
When I returned I found the men inside 
the building, standing on a pile of 
debris, fighting the fire. They were in 
the rotunda on the ground floor. 

“It looked safe and I remarked to 
my chauffeur, Andy Burke, that we 
would go in and see if we could re- 
move the bodies of the brothers from 
the infirmary on the fifth floor. As- 
sistant Chief Dunsford, Burke and I 
went into the buliding and climbed 
the stairways to the fourth floor bal- 
cony. Debris and.a large tank there 
blocked us and we could go no fur- 
ther. We then descended to the third 
floor balcony, where we stopped just 
a moment and looked over at the 
men working below us.

stairway from this balcony when I 
heard a crash and, iooking back, saw 
the wall falling on the men below. It 
took away that section of the balcony 
on which we had stood a moment be- 
fore. 

‘We ran down the stairway. I told 
Burke to telephone Chief Henderson, 
who had gone away, and to summon 
ambulances. I immediately began the 
work of rescue. 

“Men often go where they are not or- 
dered. Good firemen frequently have to 
take the initiative. If orders were is- 
sued for the men to go into the build- 
ing I do not know it. I do know that 
I did not issue such orders. They were 
in there when I got back to the fire. 

“It looked to me safe for the men 
to be where they were, If it had not 
looked safe I would have ordered them 
out and I would not have gone in my- 
self. 

‘“‘When I returned nothing was said to 
me about the men inside. Assistant 
Chief Punchon merely said that Chief 
Henderson had said for me to relieve 
him."’ 

Acted on Own Initiative. 

August Schaeffer, 54 years old, cap- 
tain of Engine Company No. 62, one 
of those injured by the falling wall, 
at St. John’s Hospital this morning 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he did 
not recall having heard any special 
orders given to the men with whom 
he was working directing them to go 


}to the point where they were when 


the wall collapsed. 

He was with six other firemen, he 
said,*playing a stream on the debris 
from the fourth floor and toward the 
front of the bullding when the floor 
beneath them gave way and they 
were precipitated down three floors. 

Shortly before the crash came Fire 
Chief Henderson and District Chiefs 
Punshon and Dunsford had been talk- 
ing to him and the other men, Schaef- 
fer said, but none of the officers had 
suggested that they leave the danger- 
ous point they occupied. 

“We went to the spot where we 
were, primarily, because it ‘was the 


[beat vantage point from which .to 


tight the fire, but at the time the col- 
lapse of the wall occurred we were 
merely pouring water on the debris 
and we could have done that just as 
easily from outside the building, and 
much more safely,” he said. 
Schaeffer was not buried beneath 
the debris. His injuries consist of 
cuts and bruises about the head'‘and 
shoulders and a strained back.

C.0.C. STUDENTS 
AND TEACHERSIN 
SMITH ACADEMY 


Teachers and students of the Chris- 
tian Brothers’ College gathered this 
morning in the Smith Academy bu’‘'d- 
ing, Von Versen avenue and Winder- 
mere way, and took up the classroom 
work interrupted by yesterday’s fire. 
The academy building, which is the 
property of Washington University, has 
been placed by the university trustees 
at the disposal of the Christian broth- 
ers for so long a time as they may wish 
to use it, without charge. 

In the meantime a group of business 
and professional men, including a num- 
ber of graduates of the college, are 
pushing a movement to insure the per.- 
manence of the college as a St. Louis 
institution. A call was issued yesterday 
for a meeting this afternoon at the Mer- 
cantile Club and was signed by John 
G. Lonsdale, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce; Festus J. Wade, 
president of the Mercantile Trust Co.; 
Sohn 8S. Leahy, John B. Quinn, Joseph 
B. Hartnett and O'Neill Ryan. 

Whether the college shall be restored 
and maintained on its present site or 
removed to a suburban location is a 
question which will probably be consid- 
ered. It has been suggested that by 
subdividing the present college campus 
and athletic field into residence streets 
and putting this new subdivision on the 
realty market enough money could be 
obtained to buy a larger space in St. 
Louis County and to put up modern 
buildings. 

When the college site on Easton av- 
enue was acquired, 45 years ago, it was 
hardly conceived that the city would 
ever grow beyond it; in fact, the loca- 
tion was then criticised as being too re- 
mote, and was taken chiefly because of 
its height and healthfulness. 

Since the city’s growth has surround- 
ed the college with a residential and 
business district a part of its property 
has been sold for residence purposes, to 
add to the school’s resources, but the 
remaining land is far the most valua- 
ble, 

The Christian brothers, the teachers 
in the college, were lodged last night at 
the Catholic Outing Home, the old Clay 
mansion, near Baden. The boarding 
students were accommodated at St. 
Louls University and at the homes of 
day students. They will return as soon 
as is practicable to the dormitory wings 
of the college building, which were little 
affected by the fire. 


falvage Corps Chief Ordered His Men 
Out Three Hours Before Fatalities. 


James T. O'Donnell, chief of the 
underwriters’ salvage corps, who, 
with 15 men, was working in the main 
college building covering up furni- 
ture, books and specimens in the mu- 
seum to save them from ruin by the 


falling debris and water, called his 
men out of the main building shortly 


after 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
just a few seconds before the roof 
fell through to the first floor of the 
rotunda. 

Chief O’Donnell said the work of 
covering up everything in the rotun- 
da had not been completed when he 
ordered his men out of the building, 
but he did so because he believed the 
building then was unsafe.

FOUR PLANS FOR 
BORDER CONTROL 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Two Suggested by Mexican and 
Two by American Com- 
missioners, 


NO AGREEMENT IN SIGHT 


Doubt Expressed That Confer- 
ence Can Be Ended by Oct. 
15, as Was Wished. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 6— 
Various plans for the protection of life 
and property along the border have 
been discussed again by the Mexican- 
American Joint Commigsion, but with- 
out agreement. Both Mexicans and 
Americans still hope that the confer- 
ences may be brought to a satisfactory 
close by Oct. 15, but evidence of doubt 
is apparent. 

At least four plans for border con- 
trol have been suggested, two by the 
Americans and two by the Mexicans, 
all involving the question of withdrawal 
of Gen. Pershing’s army from Chi- 
huahua, 

The Americans have steadily insisted 
that Mexico’s internal problems, es- 
pecially the operation of decrees a2f- 
fecting foreigners, as well as the abil- 
ity of the Carranza Government to 
afford protection of foreigners and their 
property, must be considered as an in- 
tegral part of any agreement for bor- 
der control. The Mexicans have ac- 
ceded to the attitude of the Americaiis 
with reluctance. 

That the Americans had served no- 
tice on the Mexicans that Gen. Persh- 
ing’s force would not be withdrawn 
until Mexico had demonstrated its 
ability to establish order was again 
denied by Franklin K. Lane, Secretary 
of the Interior, head of the American 
commission. He ‘admitted that the 
attitude of the Mexicans remained 
unchanged, but insisted that from 
neither side had there come any sug- 
gestion or demand that jeopardized 
the continuance af the conference.

Washington . Officials Think 
Peace Overtures Would Be 
Unwelcome at This Time. 


POSITION MADE CLEAR 


Stands on Original Offer, at 
Outset, to Use Good Offices 
Whenever Requested. 


WASHINGPON, Oct. 6.—No new step 
as to mediation in the European war 


has been taken by the United States 
and so far as officials here can foresee, 
none is likely to be taken in the near 
future, according to .an authoritative 
statement of the Government's position, 
obtained in high official circles. 

While no official professes to know 
what is in-President Wilson’s mind, it 
is declared that no preparations have 
been made for discussion of peace 
through the usual diplomatic channels 
and that all the information gathered 
here seems to indicate that such a move 
would be both useless and inadvisable. 
It is pointed out, however, that on 4 
question of this nature the President 
usually keeps his own counsel and 
might be influenced by indications of 
which the officials here are in ignor- 
ance. 

Regarding the many rumors that the 
United States already had made media- 
tory advances to the belligerents dur- 
ing recent months it is declared author- 
itatively that mediation has been 
neither offered by this Government nor 
suggested to it from caer It is 
stated that no new peace overtures 
have been made to any of the belliger- 
ent Governments, and that no belliger- 
ent Government has indicated that such 
overtures would be welcome. 

Original Offer Stands, 

The United States, it is explained, 
stands exactly where it has stood ever 
since President Wilson, at the out- 
break of the war, made an open offer 
to use the good offices of the country 
whenever requested. Since that an- 
ncuncement, it is declared, there has 
been no changes, so far as the Ameri- 
can Government ifs concerned. 

While declining to be quoted directly 
on so delicate a matter, officials here 
are understood to be thoroughly con- 
vinced that any peace move at this 
time would be resented as unneutral 
and might fmpair the Government’s 
standing as a mediator when the time 
for action comes. 

In support of this belief, attention 
is called to the formal decision of 
Switzerland, Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark not to offer mediation now, 
the informal decision of Spain and 
the Vatican to the same effect, the 
warning against such attempts 
sounded recentiv by David Lloyd 
George, the British War Minister, the 
Swedish Premier’s declaration that 
peace proposals by neutrals would be 
futile, and other utterances by pub- 
lication in belligerent and neutral 
countries. 

Lloyd-George’s recent statements 
have been spoken of here as unneces- 
sarily harsh toward this country and 
unwarranted by any recent American 
move. Attempts to interpret as a 
peace move Ambassador von Bern- 
storff’s visit to President Wilson next 
Monday are declared to be without 
warrant. It was announced several 
days ago that the Ambassador in- 
tended simply to present the Emper- 
or’s personal reply to the President's 
letter on Polish relief. 

Watch Kept on Developmenta. 

A close watch is being kept on de- 
velopments for any indication that 
peace proposals would be welcomed. 
Much interest is expressed in the an- 
nouncement that Henry Ford, founder 
of the neutral conference at Stock- 
holm, has summoned Louis P. Loch- 
ner, general secretary of the confer- 
ence to this country. 

It #% pointed out that Ford recently 
visited President Wilson at Shadow 
Lawn, but officials here do not be- 


lieve the President would seek peace 
through those channels,

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HAS NO SUCCESS 


Chancellor Firmly Against It | 
and Reichstag Opposition to | 
Him Continues. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 6.—Efforts 
to compose the differences between 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Holiweg and 
his opponents in the Reichstag which 
have been in progress since adjourn- 
ment was taken after the Chancellor's 
speech, apparently have accomplished 
little. The Chancellor's position, how- 
ever, appears to be unshaken and such 
information as is obtainable indicates 
that the campaign for resumption of 
submarine activity on the old basis has 
met with no success. 

After several days of confidential con- 
ferences of the Chancellor and mem- 
bers of his Cabinet with a committee 
from the Reichstag, discussion of the 
submarine issue and other problems of 
foreign policies was resumed yesterday 
before the Ways and Means Committee. 
Herr von Jagow. Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs and Admiral von Capelle, Sec- 
retary for the Navy, made statements 
explaining the position of the Govern- 
ment. The naval secretary frequently 
interposed in the debate which follow- 
ed, answering questions and meeting 
objections concerning the Government's 
policy in regard to submarine opera- 
ticns. Notwithstanding the confidential 
nature of the proceedings in both com- 
rrittees the following probably may be 
taken as a fairly accurate statement of 
the present situation: 

The conferences thus far, notwith- 
standing considerable good will on both 
sides, have not brought the opposing 
elements much nearer together. They 
have shown the Chancellor to be in full 
accord with Field Marshal von Hinden- 
berg, chief of staff, and with the Navy 
Department. Both the military and 
naval representatives have supported 
the contentions of the Chancellor 
against the inauguration of an uwunre- 
strained submarine campaign, with the 
full weight of their expert authority. 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, Vice Chancellor, 
backed the Chancellor in a powerful 
speech on the economic aspects of the 
question. 

No new arguments were introduced, 
however, and the Chancellor’s oppo- 
nents have not permitted themselves to 
be convinced.

Refuses to Approve Decision of 
Cabinet to Declare War 
on Bulgaria. 


LONDON, Oct. 6-—According to 


| Athens dispatches the settling of the 


latest crisis in Greece will be both long 
and laborious, but [It will be ended with 
the selection of a business Cabinet tn 
compliance with the spirit of the note 
of the entente allies of June 7. 

The Daily News’ Athens correspondent 
says that the reply of Aristide Briand, 
the French Premier, when he was 
sounded regarding the conditions under 
which the entente allies would accept 
Greece’s military adhesion to the en- 
tente, was responsible for the decision 
of the Kalageropoulos Cabinet which 
resulted in fts resignation. 

“Despite the efforts of the official an« 
nouncement to throw the responsibility 
from the resignation upon the entente,"’ 
says the correspondent, “the fact re- 
mains that the immediate cause was 
the King’s unshakable determination te 
adhere to neutrality at all costs te him- 
self and his country.” 

M. Briand’s answer, frank and cate- 
gorical, was in effect that although the 
situation of today had entirely changed 
~—Greece having forfeited the sympa- 
thies she had enjoyed among the ene« 
tente, one of whom, namely Italy, op- 
posed her adhesion—yet if the King per- 
sonally would offer the unconditional 
participation of Greece in the struggle, 
declare war against Bulgaria and order 
& general mobilization, the allies would 
reply that they would accept the propo- 
sition and promise to ald Greece in 
every way to carry on the war and also 
protect Greece’s interests, provided the 
new policy was carried out by a Gov- 
ernment in which the allies could place 
full confidence. 

This answer caused a majority of the 
Cabinet to decide to participate in the 
war, which decision the King refused 
to approve. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram from 
Canea, Island of Crete, says: 

“The Greek provisional Government, 
composed of President Venizelos, Ad- 
miral Coundourlotis and Gen. Danglis, 
together with their suite, departed 
Wednesday aboard the steamer Hes- 
peria, presumably for Mytilene.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—Millie ve 
Marco, a 19-year-old Italian girl, is be- 
lieved by the police to have engineered 
the plot which resulted in the murder 
of Henry Rider, wealthy cranberry 
grower, near Hammonton, N. J., yes- 
terday, and the shooting of I der’s 
brother and two other persons. The 
girl was an employe of A. J. Rider, 
president of the New Jersey Cranberry 
Growers’ Association. She and three 
other Italians are held in connection 
with the murder which grew out of an 
attempt to hold up the Rider party and 
rob them of a bag containing $5000, the 
payroll for the cranberry pickers. 

The De Marco girl and three Italians 
arrested in this city late last night were 
traced here through the license number 
of*-an automobile in which 11 men and 
one woman were seen in the vicinity of 
the home of the Riders yesterday short- 
ly before the murder. 

Three in Car Wounded. 

A. J. Rider and his daughter, Mrs. 
Elsie Smathers, who drove the auto- 
mobile after she had been wounded, and 
James N. Rigby who also occupied a 
seat in the Rider car at the time of 
the attack, are in the Jefferson Hos- 
pital, this city. Physicians say they 
will recover. 

The sight of 11 men and a girl in an 
nutomobile aroused unusual interest 
among the natives of Atsion, N. J. 
Some one casually noted that the auto- 
mobile bore a Pennsylvania license 
number. Detectives learned the num- 
ber of the car and the descgiption of 
the girl, which corresponded with that 

‘of the young woman Rider employed on 
his cranberry bogs. 

The girl knew the movements of 
Rider on pay days and was aware of 
the large amount of money required 
for the payroll of about three hundred 
men and women cranberry pickers. The 

' police are working on the theory that 
she planned the shooting with the aid 
of confederates from this city. 

Widow Showed Nerve. 

All have admitted, the police say, 
that they were at Atsion yesterday. 
Mrs. Smathers, a widow of a few weeks 
and 26 years old, was a heroine today 
ir the eyes of the police and hospital 
physicians here. 

Notwithstanding her weakened con- 
dition, she drove her father’s big tour- 
ing car at a racing clip for more than 
10 miles from the scene of the shoot- 
ing to Hammonton where her father’s 
estate is one of the show places. 

Two Italians were arrested at the 
Pennsylvania Railroad terminal in Cam- 
den, N. J., early today as they stepped 
from a train they had boarded at Ham- 
monton. They were shadowed by de- 
tectives during the ride to Camden, and 
when one of the men was questioned 
he became suspicious and threw what 
the police believed to have been a re- 
volver out of the car window. 

Mrs. Smathers was driving the car 
when the bandits, about a dozen in 
number, stepped into the road and, with 
leveled revolvers, commanded her to 
halt. Instead, she put on full speed 
and the highwaymen fired their fatal 
volley. Her father returned the fire 
until he was wounded. 

The automobile in which the twelve 
persons traveled is owned by Frank Ves- 
sela. He told detectives that he had 
hired it to Guiseppe Russo last Wednes- 
day at $15 a day. He declared he carried 
the woman, Russo and Frank Ladona, a 
friend of his not known by the other 
two, to Hammonton yesterday morning. 
He said he waited there several hours 
with the woman while the other men, 
Picked up in Camden, were absent. 

He declared they returned excited and 
that they talked in low tones. He could 
not hear what they said. All the per- 
sons mentioned are under arrest. The 
De Marco girl and Russo are held on 
suspicion uf murder and the other two 
as material witnesses. .

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FRANCONIA SUNK 
BY A SUBMARINE 


British Transport Had No Troops 
on Board—Twelve of 
Crew Missing. 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—The Admiralty an- 
nounces that the Cunard steamer Fran- 
conia, employed for transport duty, was 
sunk in the Mediterranean Wednesday 
by an enemy submarine. The steamer 
had no troops aboard. Twelve men of 
the crew of 302 are missing. 

The Franconia was of 18,150 tons gross 
and was built in 1910. Her maiden voy- 
age was between Liverpool and Boston, 
in February, 1911. A striking feature of 
the salon apartments on the Franconia 
was the absence of staterooms on boat 
deck, which was devoted to a prome- 
nade room, a library, a gymnasium and 
a lounge and smoking room. The vessel 
was nicknamed the “bath ship,’’ inas- 
much as she had more bathrooms and 
shower baths than the Mauretania. 
Owing to the risks of North Sea traf- 
fic, the Batavier Line has suspended its 
regular sailings between London and 
Rotterdam. The Batavier Line operated 
a fleet of 11 steamers ranging in ton- 
nage from 1000 to 6000 tons. Several 
Dutch steamers have recently been sunk 
by submarines in the North Sea. 
Three Norwegian steamers, Brink, 
Knut Carl and Nesjar, have been sunk, 
according to Reuter’s Christiania corre- 
spondent. The crew of the Brink was 
landed. Lioyd’s reports that the Russian 
steamer Tourgai, of 4276 tons gross regis- 
ter, has been sunk. The Tourgai sailed 
from New York Sept. 17 for Archangel. 
The loss of the British steamship Isle 
of Hastings of 1575 tons, the Greek 
steamship Samos of 1246 tons and the 
Norwegian steamship Cedric of 1128 tons 
also was announced today. 


BERLIN DECLARES “TANKS” 
HAVE NOT BEEN A SUCCESS 


One, News Agency Says, Got Entan- 
gied in Wire, and Others 
Were Destroyed. 

BERLIN, Oct. 6, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The British armored motor cars 
(the Tanks) are a failure, the Oversea 

News Agency says. . 

“One of the ‘Tanks,’ built in Norfolk, 
England, became hopelessly entangled 
in barbed wire, says the news agency. 
“Another Tank »v*s disabled by one 
shell while advancing at a point north 
of Fliers. The ammunition which it 
contained exploded and it burned up. 
Two other ‘Tanks’ were utilized in an 
attack at 7 a. m. Sept. 15 on the Guille- 
mont-Combles road. One was blown up 
with a hand grenade. Six machine guns 
were captured by the Germans. The 
other Tank crawled to the southern edge 
of Leuze Wood and was burned up. 

“Only one ofthese land cruisers suc- 
ceeded in crossing destroyed German 
trenches. This one was annihilated by 
a shell on the road to Ligny-Thilloy. 
The British land fleet will soon be com- 
posed of nothing but wrecks.”

ST. LOUISAN ALONE STOPP 
GERMAN COUNTER ATTACK 
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James P. Dimitri, 19, 


Utilized Ball Pitching 


Skill in Hurling 78 Hand Grenades— Wins 
the Croix de Guerre Decoration.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—For shattering a Ger- 

man counter-attack singlehanded by 

throwing 78 hand grenades—the entire 
contents of a box found in a captured 

German trench—James Paul Dimitri, 19 

years old, of St. Louis today is wear- 

ing the Croix de Guerre. 

Dimitri, or Paul as he is known in the 
Foreign Legion, saved the day for his 
comrades on July 4 when the Legionaries 
found they had swept forward so far in 
pursuing the Germans that they had 
lost touch with their munitions sup- 
plies. Their cartridge belts and hand 
grenade bags were empty and the de- 
tachment of Legionaries seemed at the 
mercy of the strong German storming 
columns dashing toward them in count- 
er attack when Dimitri discovered a case 
of ammunition, half hidden under earth 
and ashell-shattered German trench 
which the French had won in their ir- 
resistible bayonet charge. Prying off 
the box cover with his bayonet Dimitri 
found it full of German hand grenades 
abandone@ by the retreating enemy. 
With his comrades down or falling all 
about him, Dimitri, opened upon the 
wave of gray coats approaching. 


Baseball Training Helps. 

“Lucky, I had pracéice as a base- 
ball pitcher or I would have thrown 
my arm out right away,” Dimitri 
told the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
“but I just lobbed over the first few, 
throwing them very high, letting the 
bombs drop down among the Ger- 
mans. As they advanced I began ty 
give them fast ones right across the 
plate and into little groups of Ger- 
mans. Sometimes one grenade ac- 
counted for half a dozen Germans. 


Anyway, I emptied the box, which 
contained 78 grenades, and then dis- 
covered that I did not need any more 
grenades, as no more Germans were 
in sight. Of course, I made a few 
wild pitches, but not many Fritzes got 
base on balls.” 

Dimitri won distinction during his 
baptism of fire, participating in the 
storming of Bello-yen-Santerre on 
the fourth day of the Somme offen- 
sive. The Legion, not content with 
the seizure of this town, pushed for- 
ward nearly two miles nearer Mog- 
ny, entirely outstripping the com- 
munication supplies and reinforce- 
ments. Retreating Germans made a 
stand in a trench behind a hedge, so 
the French awaited reinforcements in 
nearly the same position they had 
captured. The Legionartes used all 
the remaining cartridges and gren- 
ades repulsing the first two counter- 
attacks and were entirely defenseless 
against the third, except for their 
bayonets, when Dimitri luckily madc 
his discovery. 

Came to America at Age of 6. 

Dimitri was born at Saloniki and 
went to America when 6 years old. 
His parents keep a restaurant in 8t. 
Louis. He came to France and en- 
listed in the Foreign Legion January 
last, because Germany and Bulgaria 
menace my native country, Greece.” 

Dimitri’s official citation in the or- 
ders of the day states: “A courageous 
soldier who distinguished himself 
brilliantly in combats July 4-9, ina 
demonstration of splendid energy and 
coolness.”

Belleville Prisoner Who Was With

ordered the release from the St. Clair 
County jail of Kenneth Ford, who had 
been held six months without a formal 


charge having been placed against him. 
All the county authorities except Sheriff 
Mellon declared they did not know Ford 
was in jail.

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CAPT. F.L. RIDGELY DIES 


SUDDENLY AT HIS HOME 


'Was Former Park Commissioner 


and Leading Supporter of 
Cultural Movements. 


Capt. Franklin L. Ridgely, who was 
Park Commissioner from 1895 to 190, 
and who was one of the foremost sup- 
porters of the Symphony Society and 
other musical and art movements, died 
from a sudden attack of heart disease 
a few minutes before 6 o'clock this 
morning at his home, 3720 Lindell boule- 
vard. He was 76 years old. 

Mrs. Ridgely, who was formerly Miss 
Jennie Wiggins; Mrs. Allen T. Simp- 
kins, a daughter, and her daughter, 
Miss Enid Simpkins, who live at the 
Ridgely home, were at Capt. Ridgely's 
bedside when he died. A son, Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Franklin E. Ridgely, 
U. S&S. N., is executive officer of the 
new battleship Pennsylvania, and is 
now in the East. Funeral arrangements 
will be made after he is heard from. 

Capt. Ridgely was a native of Balti- 
more, and a son of Capt. Henderson 
Ridgely, who was killed in battle in the 
Mexican War. He was educated in the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. but en- 
tered the military service in the Civil 
war, and was a Lieutenant in the 
Fourth Regular Infantry. He resigned 
his commission after the war, came to 
St. Louis and went into the wholesale 
dry goods business, in the firm of Hen- 
derson, Ridgely & Co. He was appoint- 
ed a Captain of the State militia. He 
was for 15 years vice president of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., and was for a time 
president of this company and of the 
East St. Louis Connecting Railroad Co. 

He was appointed Park Commissioner 
in 189, by Mayor Walbridge, and was 
reappointed in 1899 by Mayor Ziegen- 
hein. He gave much time and effort to 
the work of the Symphony Society. and 
was actively interested in other pub- 
lic movements of a cultural character. 
He was a familiar and courtly figure in 
social gatherings of an exclusive char- 
acter. In the last five years, failing 
health had limited his social activities.

The United States Department of La- 
bor, within the next few weeks, will 
open in St. Louis one of the largest 
and most extensive employment, voca- 
tional guidance and industrial educa- 
tion bureaus in the entire country. An- 
thony Caminetti, Commissioner-General , 
of Immigration of the United States, 
spent several days in St. Louis this 
week making arrangements for opening 
of the bureau. He has practically closed 
a deal for two ground floor offices at 
Eighth and Chestnut streets and two 
second-floor offices. 

“The United States hopes to have the 
active cd-operation of the State of Mis- 
souri and St. Louis in making these de- 
partments widely useful,””’ Commissioner 
Caminetti said yesterday to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

‘This department will be a clearing 
house of information for all kinds of 
employment and industrial education. 
The department for women and girls, in 
charge of expert women, will occupy the 
second floor offices, and the department 
for men will be on the ground floor. 

Bencfit to St. Louis, 

“This department is going to be of 
great benefit to St. Louis, because it will 
seek to find employment here for all 
persons who, for any cause, are 
missed from the employment of local 
concerns. . 

“We are going to keep in very close 
touch with employers of labor, as well 
as with labor itself. If we place 50 men 
in a plant and only half of them are 
going to be retained, we are going to 
ask the owner to notify us In advance 
what men he is going to let out so that 
we may have employment for them be- 
fore they know they are going to lose 
their places. We are going to ask your 
employers of labor who, for any cause, 
are laying off or discharging men, to 
notify us in advance so that we may 
find other employment for them here in 
St. Louis. 

“It will be beneficial to St. Louis, as 
well as to employes, to keep all its peo- 
ple employed here. When men lose 
their jobs in one plant and are unable 
to find work here, they must move to 
another city. That means loss of time, 
the expense of moving and loss of popu- 
lation. It would be much better for 
everybody if places were waiting for 
every man and woman deprived of em- 
ployment. 


, To Care for Children. 
“We are going to try to find suitable 


| 
employment for every man and woman 
and every boy or girl over 16 years old. 
Our department will not encourage the 
employment of boys or girls under 16 
years of age. When parents come to 
us to find employment for boys or girls 
under that age, we are going to turn 
their children over to our vocational 
guidance and industrial education de- 
partment and try to have them take 
some kind of a course in industrial 
training that will fit them for their life 
work. This, we believe, will make for 
efficiency, and, at the same time, pre- 
vent boys and girls of tender age from 
going into the factories. 
“We ‘are going also to open a depart- 
ment for professional employment, es- 
pecially for sehool teachers. I am

“The National Council of Women, af- 
filiated with organizations having a 
membership of over 7,000,000, recently 
passed resolutions commending the work 
of this department, and pledging all of 
its organizations to close and hearty 
co-operation. : 

“Many of these organizations already 
have appointed committees to co-operate 
with us in finding employment for 
women and girls. I spoke to the rep- 
resentatives of 6 women’s organiza- 
tions in St. Louis yesterday, and they 
are eager to co-operate actively with 
the bureau to be opened here. 

Mrs. Philip N. Moore, president of the 
Woman's National Council, has prom- 
ised to do everything within her power 
to make the work useful to the great- 
est number of people.” 

Commissioner Caminetti has opened a 
bureau of this character in Kansas City. 
The St. Louis bureau will handle all 
employment and vocational training 
problems of the eastern half of the 
State, and Kansas City will handle 
those in the western half.

In “Reminiscences of @ War-time 
Statesman and Diplomat,”’ just published 
hy G. P. Putnam's Sons of New York, 
the late Frederick William Seward, son 
of »Lincoln’s- great Secretary of State, 
gives us intimate and, in many cases, 
entirely new views of the Civil War 
period and the era of reconstruction 
that followed. 

Mr. Seward, who died in April, 1916, 
in his eighty-sixth year, had served as 
Assistant Secretary of State in the ad- 
ministrations of Lincoln, Johnson and 
Hayes, and had rare opportunities for 
observing the men and events of which 
he writes. The result is a volume at 
once charming and stirring. He retained 
his fine memory and sense of propor- 
tion to the last, and his survey of men, 
scenes and activities during an exceed- 
ingly important epoch in the history of 
the republic constitutes an invaluable 
record.

REMOVAL OF ADENOIDS IN 
PARALYSIS CASES HELPFUL 


Investigator Also Found That Cut- 
ting Out of Tomsilsa Had a Fa- 
_ Wworable Effect. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—Dr. EB. C. 
Rosenow of Rochester, Minn., a leader 
in medical research, last night described 
briefly to a large gathering of the New 
York Academy of Medicine, experiments 
with cultures taken from the adenoids 
and tonsils of infantile paralysis suf-. 
ferers. The cultures not only have had 
significant effect on laboratory animals, 
but the removal of the tonsils and ade- 
noids has produced “‘strikingly favorable 
results’’ in human beings. 

“In several patients suffering from 
poliomyelitis "’ Dr. Rosenow said, ‘‘I ob- 
served the adenoids and tonsils were 
Sreatly swollen and filled with matter. 
The condition of some of these seemed 
to justify the removal from four pa- 
tients ® adenoids and from 11 of tonsils. 
In these were discovered peculiar strep- 
tococci. All of the 15 persons from 
whom these adenoids and tonsils were 
removed showed immediately striking 
favorable results. 

“Later, with culture of the _ strep- 
tococci found in the removed tonsils 
and with other cultures obtained from 
the tonsils of poliomyelitis sufferers 
who had died, laboratory animals were 
inoculated. Monkeys, guinea pigs, cats 


and rabbits developed symptoms similar 
to those found in humans who have 
the infantile paralysis infection.”’

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THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The prompt movement to collect a fund for the 
benefit of the families of the six firemen who 
were killed by the falling of the walls of Christian 
Brothers’ College is not only commendable, but 
necessary. The calamity of the fire itself, in 
which four men connected with the college lost 
their lives, is greatly heightened by the killing of 
six and the wounding of seven firemen.

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Is TORTURE REVIVED? 

Warden McClung of the State Penitentiary was 
acquitted of the charge of striking Convict Under- 
wood, who was accused of setting fire to a peni- 
tentiary building.

I was kept in the rings for three days after 
the fire in the prison, which they accused me 
of setting and was given a diet of bread and 
water during that time.

How long will the people of Missouri stand for 
such atrocities? 
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NO MORE WAR PICTURES. 
The French General Staff has pronounced war- 


photographers “an intolerable nuisance,” and has 
forbidden their professional work on the front. 

Coming, as it does, only a few weeks after a 
similar order from the German staff, the “knights 
of the camera” are without occupation, and dread- 
fully chagrined. 

An interpellation in the French Chamber has 

only aggravated their condition, because since 
then they are not allowed to go to the front at 
all, even as “observers.” 
At the same time the army took occasion to ex- 
plain their position, contending that the photog- 
raphers were wont to inquire where the next ac- 
tion would take place, and then make the needed 
preparations, so that “the enemy always received 
his bearing from the photographers,” and simply 
followed their steps. 

At the same time the authorities have sup- 
pressed the photographic depots in the various 
French cities, where “snapshots” of skirmishes 
had been exhibited and sold to the public. 

The Paris Matin believes “that the prohibition 
of the photographers’ activities was due to the 
fact, chiefly, that they did not render the whole 
truth, but only specially salient features, and 
thus misled the public; and that they would ex- 
hibit in Paris what would please the Parisians 
and in Berlin what was favorable to Germany.” 
L’Intransigeant says: “There is not a better his- 
torical aid than photography; but when it be- 
comes purely commercial, and only offers. the 
sensational high lights, it loses its objective 
value.”

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MILDER BELGIAN POLIOY INDICATED. 

The world will be glad to believe that Gov. von 
Bissing’s pardon of 22 Belgians, including five 
women, convicted of espionage is a sign of a 
new spirit in Germany’s dealings with this dis- 
tressed people. Not in modern times has e whole 
nation been reduced to so unfortunate a condition. 
With Germany in control of the country and its 
several millions of population, the only recourse 
left to patriotism is affording surreptitious aid, 
violative of the laws of war, to Germany’s ene- 
mies. Harsh military rule may properly be re- 
laxed in view of conditions. 
Gov. von Bissing’s consideration in this case 
will be remembered as offsetting, in part at least, 
a past severity giving cause for criticism. Let us 
hope that the occupation which began with so 
many scenes of bloodshed may end with a hu- 
mane mleneye history will commend. 
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WISCONSIN CORRUPT PRACTICES LAW. 
The three Republican candidates for Governor 
at the recent Illinois primary election were esti- 
mated to have spent, for campaign expenses, a 
total of $2,000,000. One of these candidates is 
said to have spent $80,000 for newspaper adver- 
tising, one advertising bill was $120,000. A single 
candidate paid out $100,000 for: “manning the 
polls.” Programs at county fairs where these 
candidates spoke were paid for at the rate of $50 
to $200 a page. Theaters got as high as $1200 an 
evening for rental for meetings, and one automo- 
bile company’s bill for transporting workers and 
voters was $9000. 

This lavish indirect bribery is permitted by the 
Illinois election laws, which are sadly in need of 
revising, with a view to making the elections 
“free and equal,” as provided by the State Con- 
stitution. The Democrats have made this a. 
State issue and intend to have a corrupt prac- 
tices act passed based on the Wisconsin law, 
which is said to be the best, in so far as the pro- 
hibition of unnecessary expenses is concerned. 

Under the Wisconsin law, the total expenditure 
allowed a candidate is fixed, for each office. For 
United States Senator @ man may spend a total 
of $7500 as campaign expenses. For Representa- 
tive in Congress he may spend $2500. For Gover- 

nor, Judge of the Supreme Court or State Super- 
intendent of Schools, $5000. And for lesser offi- 
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They are absolute, and the provisions for keeping 
Po sn of them and for publicity regarding them 
are specific and comprehensive. Any qualified 
elector of the State may bring proceedings to 
prosecute candidates for violation of the act. 

It will be seen that the three Illinois candi- 
dates for Governor actually averaged over $590,- 
000 apiece over and above what they would have 
been permitted to spend under a law such as the 
Wisconsin election law. Illinois voters who be- 
lieve in “free and equal” elections should see to it 
that the laws are so amended as to make im- 
possible any such grave scandal in future elec- 


tions. 
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COL. ROOSEVELT’S SPECIOUS PLEA. 

Col. Roosevelt at Battle Creek adopted the 
same specious, foolish argument against the 
Adamson bil] that Mr. Hughes has been trying 
vainly to drive into the public mind. Saying with 
elaborate repetition and careful definition that he 
is in favor of the eight-hour day, he declares that 
the Adamson law does not provide for an eight- 
hour day, but solely for an increase of wages, 
because it provides for ten-hour-day pay. He 
denounced it in the language of Mr. Hughes as 
& wage-increase law. 

The fact is that the Adamson law, like every 
other measure and every concession providing for 
a reduction in the hours of a workday, provides 
for a standard day’s pay. Reducing the hours 
of the workday never has meant in progress of 
labor a reduction in pay. When the day is reduced 
from 12 to 10 hours to nine or eight, the pay re- 
mains the same. The standard of worktime is 
reduced but the standard of pay remains the 
same. The whole argument in favor of the eight- 
hour day is that labor produces more and does 
better work in eight than in nine or 10 hours. 
Labor would never accept a shorter day with 
shorter pay. 

We would like Mr. Roosevelt to say when 
the Progressive party, with himself at its head, 
declared for an eight-hour day in a few excep- 
tional instances, whether it meant that wages 
should be proportionately reduced? If it did, Col. 
Roosevelt and his party grossly deceived the coun- 
try, and particularly the workingmen. Not one 
of them would have supported him on that plat- 
form. 

The truth is that Mr. Hughes, Col. Roosevelt 
and their pinhead echoes have no real case against 
the Adamson law. They are casting about for 
an issue. Their arguments are shallow and in- 
sincere and deservedly bring on them the ridi- 
cule and contempt of thinking people. _ _

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CHRISTIAN BROTHERS’ FIRE LOSS. 
The sympathy of St. Louis goes out to the 
Christian Brothers and to the families of the 
victims of the sudden and terrible fire which 
caused so many deaths and injuries and swept 
away one of the most noted and useful of St. 
Louis’ educational institutions. 

Coming just at this time, four days before Fire 
Prevention Day, which is next Monday, Oct. 9, 
it would seem to be a warning to authorities and 
citizens to take greater precautions against fires, 
especially in buildings accommodating many per- 
sons. Christian Brothers’ College, built more than 
30 years ago, was of a construction that existing 
fire laws would not permit. With wooden joists 
and timbers, the building was not even in the 
slow-burning class. And the single fire escape, 
while complying with the law for buildings where 
60 persons or less occupy floors above the sec- 
ond, seems inadequate. Are there other build- 
ings in the city in which similar dangerous con- 
ditions exist? 

Fire Prevention Day should be an occasion for 
practical observance that will take the shape of a 
thorough search of premises, everywhere, for 
dangerous conditions—accumulation of combusti- 
ble rubbish, storage of inflammable material, un- 
lawful methods of construction, lack of exits and 
fire escapes and all other factors that might con- 
tribute to fires. Let St. Louis do her part toward 
decreasing the terrible record of 5000 deaths, 50,- 
000 injured and a property loss of $500,000,000 
which is the annual toll of the fire fiend in the 


United States.

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PRAYING FOR THE SICK IS LAWFUL. 
Only the judicial construction of a statute was 
involved in this week’s decision by the New York 
Court of Appeals in a case affecting Christian 
Science healing. 

However, on the issue now disposed of in that 
State, Christian Science practitioners and medical 
practitioners had met in violent collision. Not- 
withstanding a proviso in the medical act stat- 
ing that its terms shall pot prevent “the practice 
of the religious tenets of any church,” Willis Ver- 
non Cole of New York City was arrested through 
the efforts of the County Medical Society and 
fined $100 on the ground that healing in conform- 
ity with Christian Science doctrine was unauthor- 
ized medical practice. 

The Appellate Division sustained the convic- 
tion, declaring that it was not a valid defense to 
set up that the defendant was following his re- 
ligious beliefs. This ruling is now violently over- 
turned by the Court of Appeals, which holds that 
the proviso of the act applies clearly and directly 
to exactly such cases as that of Mr. Cole. 

Chief Justice Bartlett goes even farther. He 
affirms that even without this proviso the convic- 
tion would be illegal: “I deny,” he says, “the 
power of the Legislature to make it a crime to 
treat disease by prayer.” 

Indeed, if Legislatures had that power and pre- 
sumed to exercise it, what congestions of the 
courts and overflow of jails and prisons might we 
not expect? Very few of the clergy and of men 
and women members of religious communities and 
even of devout laity would escape. 

The decision will be read with satisfaction Ly 
thousands who think that there is a tendency to 
carry medical restrictions to an extreme and op- 
pressive point. It will assist in clarifying con- 
fusion of thought In the public mind, and espe- 
clally among State and —— health officers 


and health boards.

AND belongs not to individual 
peasants in Russia but to the 
village as 2 whole. It can be redi- 
vided every 12 years at the wish of 
a majority of two-thirds. 

This and all other local questions, 
such as the incidence of taxation, are 
Settled by village meetings, consist- 
ing of the heads of houses, where 
age naturally has a predominance. 

A decision which carries a major- 
ity of two-thirds is, by law of the 
empire, a legal “sentence” of the 
village. 

The village elects its own village 
elder, who is responsible for the cal]- 
ing of meetings; and at certain sea- 
sons (that of hay-making) these 
meetings take place as often as once 
a week.

Railroad Union Official Tells of 
Events Leading to Deadlock 
Over Strike. 


CITES DISAPPOINTMENTS 


Intimates Charles Nagel’s Atti- 
tude as Arbitrator Helped Prej- 
udice Men Against System. 


The following public statement on the 
Adamso. law and events leading to its 
passage is made by C. E. Long of In- 
dianapolis, an official of one of the rail- 


Washington when the President was 
seeking to avert the threatened strike: 
As a railroad man whose position 
with the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen brought me in 
close touch with the recent movement 
looking toward an eight-hour day for 
railroad men engaged in train and en- 
gine service, I take this method of pro- 
testing against the unjust attacks that 
are being made upon both the railroad 
men of this country and the President 
and Congress of the United States by 
newspapers that are either lacking in 
information upon the subject, or are de- 
liberately hostile to the interests of or- 
ganized labor, and by politicians who 
are seeking to discredit both the eight- 
hour law and the political party that 
managers in requesting Federal medi- 
ation as is provided for by the medi- 
ation and arbitration law commoniy 
known as “th ewlands act.” We de- 
clined to do this, much less did we ask 
either the President of the United States 
or Congress to interfere in any man- 
ner, or enact legislation in our behalf. 
Helped Make Arbitration Bills. 

I would also like to say a word upon 
the matter of arbitration. I read an 
item only a few days ago in which it 
was stated the brotherhoods were in- 
strumental in bringing about the pass- 
age of the “Kyle law,” providing for ar- 
bitration of disputes arising between 
certain employers and their employes. 
This is true. We were also instrumen- 
tal in having this law amended, after 
it had proved inefficient, and the 
amended law was known as the “Erd- 
man act."”” The Erdman act, which pro- 
vided for only three arbitrators, was 
very objectionable to the railroad man- 
agers and was succeeded by the present 
law, known as the Newlands act, which 
provides for a board of six members, 
and we joined with the railroad man- 
agers in asking for this latest amend- 
ment. Yes, we have always been in 
favor of the principle of arbitration un- 
til it was demonstrated to us after a 
number of trials that it was next to 
impossible to secure a “neutral” arbi- 
trator who would be governed in his de- 
cision by the evidence submitted to him, 
and if we should be so successful, 
whatever award that was handed down 
by the arbitration board was not en- 
forcible by the law that created the 
board, and the interpretation of the 
award was left to the railroads, who 
said to their men, in substance: “You 
will accept our interpretation of this 

was responsible for its enactment. 

As I write this I have before me the 
official records of Congress in reference 
to the bill granting an eight-hour day 
to the railroad employes of the United 
States, the hearing before the Commit- 
tee on Interstate Commerce of the 
United States Senate on proposed bills 
in connection with the threatened strike 
of railway employes, a copy of the 
Adamson law as it finally passed both 
houses and was signed by the Presi- 
dent, a copy of his stenographic report 
of all conferences held between the 
managers’ conference committee and 
the heads of the brotherhoods, copies 
of all arbitration proceedings that have 
been held within the last five vears in 
which any of the brotherhoods have 
been directly concerned; besides, I was 
present during all conferences between 
the managers and the representatives 
of the men, and I was among the num- 
ber of chairmen summoned to Washing- 
ton by the President of the United 
States, and was present when the Presi- 
dent addressed the railroad men at the 
White House on Aug. 17. 

Denies Coercion Charges. 

I only mention these facts to you that 
you may know I am not attempting to 
discuss a question about which I know 
but little, neither am I depending upon 
hearsay or newspaper reports and ed- 
itorials for my information, and first of 
all I desire to brand.as absolutely false 
the charges that are being made by 
Candidate Hughes and his followers and 
by certain newspapers that the railroad 
brotherhoods, or their leaders, “held a 
club over Congress and the President,”’ 
or coerced them in any manner into 
passing laws or enacting any legisla- 
tion whatsoever that would be in favor 
of this great body of workingmen. By 
such charges Candidate Hughes in par- 
ticular (we could expect a candidate 
for President of the United States to be 
more broad minded) has offered an in- 
sult to all organized labor that will not 
be soon forgotten by them. 

The truth is, we, the chairmen and 
executives of these brotherhoods, did 
not even go so far as to join with the 
award or we will not apply it on our 
property,’ and on certain roads in the 
Eastern district where there was an 
award rendered to take effect May 3, 
1913, the men have never received the 
benefits of such award, because they 
were unable to agree with their offi- 
cials as to what it meant. 

The engineers in the Eastern district, 
in a concerted movement begun in 1912, 
asked for an increase in wages and 
changes in the rules governing their em- 
ployment. A strike was threatened after 
the managers had refused to grant them 
any substantial concessions, but it was 
mutually agreed, through the Board of 
Mediation, that the matters in contro- 
versy would be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, not in accordance with the law, but 
under a plan they mutually agreed upon, 
and what was the result? The ‘neutral’ 
arbitrator was so antagonistic to the 
cause of the engineers that the repre- 
sentatives on the board that were ap- 
pointed by the railroads were willing 
to concede more than the so-called neu- 
tral arbitrator, and after it was all over 
this same neutral arbitrator, Mr. Van 
Hise, insisted upon writing into the 
records of proceedings “A Treatise Upon 
Political Economy,” in which he recom- 
mended the passage of a law that 
would make striking employes of the 
railways subject to a “call to the col- 
ors,”’ whereby they could and would be 
drafted into the United States army 
and, as soldiers, do the work they re- 
fused to do as railroad men.

Protests of No Avail. 
Immediate protest was made to the 
Government officials responsible for 
his appointment, but they replied 
that, while they did not know his 
financial interests in the railroads 
before he was appointed, they would 
consider such interests as being in 
his favor, and they saw nothing in 
the protest that would be cause for

his removal. The result was the 
men received practically nothing, 
although they submitted evi- 
dence enough to almost  con- 
vince a skeptic. Can you blame the 
men, even though they once did 
favor arbitration and asked for an 
arbitration Jaw, for having a change 
of heart? There has been many a 
law sought, that it was hoped would 
remedy a condition, but after repeat- 
ed trials, was found to be something 
different from what it was intended. 
The men working upon the engines 
and trains throughout the country, 
who have paid out dollar after dollar 
in assessments with which to meet 
the expenses of holding arbitration 
hearings from which they received 
little or nothing, they, and not the 
leaders of these brotherhoods, are 
the ones who said “‘there will be no 
arbitration of the eight-hour day’”’ 
and their reasons for such a declara- 
tion were so sound and so just that 
no one knowing the facts would crit- 
icise them for their stand. 

Much has been said about the high 
wages of the men engaged in rail- 
road train service. The _ railroad 
companies have pointed to the 
monthly wage of,certain men who 
have devoted almost a lifetime to 
this work and have succeeded in 
working up to a “preferred run.”’ 
But when you come to consider 
wages of any class of labor it is 
best to consider them from an hourly 
basis, for railroad men work the 
longest hours of any class of labor in 
our country, and it is for that rea- 
son their monthly wages amount to 
what the railroads are pleased to 
term “princely salaries,”” and has 
earned for us the insulting title of 
“aristocrats of the labor world.” 
You will readily see from this that if 
we had been granted an eight-hour day 
and time and one-half for overtime as 
we requested, the speed basis would be 
changed from 10 miles to 12% miles an 
hour, and on a 150-mile division over- 
time would accrue after 12 hours, in- 
stead of after 15 hours, as is the case 
at present. They tell the public that 
they could not grant our demands with- 
out first getting an increase in freight 
rates. The President of the United 
States told them they would have to 
prove it by actual operation under an 
eight-hour plan before he would believe 
it, and Congress provided in the Adam- 
son law for a commission to investigate 
the matter and ascertain the cost from 
actual operation, before they would be- 
lieve it. 

Says Managers Held the Club. 
The railroads well know that the law 
creating the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission gives that commission power to 
increase or decrease railroad rates 
‘“‘whenever it can be shown that the 
present rates are unjust.” They also 
know that if they could go before this 
commission and prove to them that they 
were compelled through a threatened 
strike to increase their operating costs 
$100,000,000 a year they would be.granted 
an increase in rates equal to such cost, 
but they know they can not support this 
outrageous claim with facts, and, in- 
stead of the brotherhood holding a club 
over the President an@ forcing him to 
aid us in securing an eight-hour law, the 
companies held this same threatened 
strike over his head and tried to force 
him to say he would use his influence 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in securing them an increase in 
freight rates, and by such actions force 
the consumer to pay thousands of dollars 
to the railroads in freight rates for 
something that did not cost the rail- 
roads an amount worthy of notice. They 
failed in this attempt, but they suc- 
ceeded very well in presenting a false 
statement to the public through politi- 
cal candidates and the newspapers of 
the country. 

Not “Snap Judgment,” He Says. 
Do you think Congress took ‘snap 
judgmernt”’ in the matter and passed the 
Adamson law without consideration? No, 
Congress and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, appointed for that pur- 
pose, have information such as quoted 
above, and that is why it is easfer for 
the railroads to gain public sympathy 
from a generous public who are lacking 
in the knowledge of facts than it is to 
get sympathy from our public men who 
have these facts and are in close touch 
with the real situation. 

You may ask how it is possible for 
the railroads to gain the sympathy of 
the public when they are misrepresent- 
ing facts. How was it possible for them 
to induce the public to send hundreds 
of telegrams to the President urging 
him to stand out for arbitration and to 
fight against an eight-hour day? I will 
attempt to tell you. 

While we were waiting in Washington 
for the railroads to accept, or reject, 
the President's proposal, which was to 
concede an eight-hour day and leave 
the other matters in controversy to 
settled after a commission appointed 
him had reported their findings, a pro- 
posal we had agreed to accept in the 
interests of industrial peace, although it 
was far from what we wanted, the 
presidents of the railroads gave out the 
information to the public through their 
own press agent that they were trying 
to agree among themselves upon a com- 
promise proposition to the President of 
the United States and through him to 
thefr employes. Subsequent facts proved 
that they were not trying to reach an 
agreement, but they were taking ad- 
vantage of the time thus granted them 
to send out broadcast over the United 
States telegrams to their minor officials 
and to their station agents, urging them 
to get busy with the public and create

They receive a day’s pay for a trip from 
Terre Haute to Indianapolis, providing 
they have no other service to perform, 
and the increased cost for labor is noth-

on the lookout; this same engineer, this 
“aristocrat of the labor world,’ receives 
the princely salary of 47% cents an hour 
for his services, and the other members 
of the crew, held equally responsible for 
accidents, receive even less. 

The railroads claim that to grant our 
requests would cost them $100,000,000 a 
year. It would not. We asked that, 
where we are now working on a speed 
basis of 10 miles an hour, or 10 hours a 
100 miles, for a day’s pay, with over- 
time pro rata, we would receive the 
same day’s pay for 100 miles run or 
eight hours worked, which would require 
the railroads to speed their freight 
trains up to 12% miles an hour, instead 
of 10 miles, and if they did this it would 
cost them absolutely nothing, for they 
pay no overtime now unless their freight 
trains fall below a speed of 10 miles an 
hour, including all stops and delays, 
many of which couia and would be 
avoided if they were required to pay a 
penalty on overtime, and they would 
pay no overtime after our request was 
granted, unless they allowed the speed 
to fall before 12% miles an hour, and we 
asked for time and one-half for over- 
time as an inducement for them to 
abolish the unnecessary delays and get 
us over the road in reasonable time. 


Double Standard of Pay. 

Very few people take into considera- 
tion the fact that we work upon a dou- 
ble standard, or basis, of pay. Our 
contracts provide that 10 hours or less, 
100 miles or less, will constitute a day’s 
work in freight and switching service. 
If we work 10 hours and do not get 10 
miles from the terminal, on a division 
of 100 miles in length, we have earned 
a day’s pay for we have given the re- 
quired number of hours: on the other 
hand, if we run 100 miles in four hours, 
and some of our men do this on the 
fast or preferred freight runs, they re- 
celve a day’s pay, because they have 
delivered the required number of miles. 
These men would be paid overtime pro 
rata for all time in excess of 10 hours, 
but on divisions of 10 miles they would

i Louis. In forwarding a check for the 


amount Mrs. F. B. Craig says the affair 
will be repeated at the same theater on 
the evening of Oct. 23, for the same 
cause. 

The Post-Dispatch knows of no further 
affair of any nature planned for the 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, and the 
result of the season’s campaign is about 
manifest. The total of the Fund prob- 
ably will be close to $4000, with the pro- 
ceeds of the “Little Miss Muffett” and a 
few of the smaller benefits yet to be 
added. The initial production of the 
first-named musical and dancing event 
brought an increase of the Fund to the 
extent of $180. The other, given last Sat- 
urday evening, is believed to have been 
almost if not quite equal in success, and 
if so that will make the 1916 aggregate 
slightly above $4000. 

This sum, while sufficient to carry 
pure milk and free ice into hundreds of 
homes where otherwise disease and 
death would have ravaged the infants 
in the congested districts, is at least $1000 
below what the needs of the season re- 
quired.

‘BELGIUM TO COME. 
BACK TOHER OWN, 
HER PLAGE IN SUN 


Complete Freedom and _ Inde- 
pendence to Be Established, 
Says Her Foreign Minister. 


LOOKS FOR’ INDEMNITY 
Baron Beyens Expresses Na- 
tion’s Deep Sense of Appre- 
ciation for American Aid. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

HAVRE Sept. 27.—‘Belgium will come 
back to her own, to her place in the 
sun, and to complete freedom and inde- 
pendence,” said Baron Beyens, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs of Belgium, in an 
interview given to the Associated Press. 

Baron Beyens, up to the beginning of 
the war, was Belgian Minister at Ber- 
lin. Leaving Berlin, he entered the Bel- 
gian Cabinet and has since directed for- 
eign affairs of the country, finding time 
also to write a book which graphically 
describes “the week of tragedy” at the 
German capital, when the British and 
French Ambassadors and himself made 
their last attempts to prevent the Eu- 
ropean conflict. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where 
Baron Beyens was seen, is installed at 
Ste. Andresse, a suburb of Havre, in the 
Villa Hollandais, a rustic chalet occu- 
pied in ordinary times by seashore vis- 
itors, but now bearing on the outer gate 
a small placard reading: ‘‘Ministere des 
Affaires Estrangeres de Belgique.’’ Three 
small pine structures have been put up 


in the garden for various diplomatic and 

consular branches. Inside the villa there 

is the simplicity of a summer cottage. 
American Aid Appreciated. 

Baron Beyens expressed the deep sense 
of appreciation felt by Belgium toward 
the people of the United States, and, in 
particular, toward those who had direct- 
ed the work of sending food supplies 
to Belgium. He said: 

“It is difficult for me to say how much 
we feel indebted to Mr. Hoover, head 
of the committee directing the relief 
work of Belgium. The American Minis- 
ter at Brussels, Mr. Brand Whitlock, 
has also won our unbounded admiration 
and respect in performing a-work of 
colossal magnitude under most trying 
conditions. 

‘“But,’”’ added the Minister, ‘‘the names 
of Americans who have shown this 
good-will toward Belgium in very prac- 
tical ways is almost unlimited—Dr. 
Watson of the American Church at 
Paris, and Mrs. Watson, Mr. Bliss, the 
American charge d’affairs at Paris, and 
his wife, Mrs. Wharton, the well-known 
American writer, and many, very many, 
others. To all of them Belgium is 
deeply thankful.” 

Had Reasons for Peace. 

Baron Beyens went on: ‘“‘We had ev- 
ery reason to remain at peace with 
Germany. Belgium had no hostility to 
Germany. We had many Germans 
among us, as you have in America, and 
many of our people spoke the German 
language. A spirit of good-feeling and 
of confidence prevailed, so far as we 
were concerned. 

“Germany has sought to spread the 
legend that Belgium had a secret treaty 
with England relating to Antwerp. 
There is no such treaty, and never 
was such a treaty. Certainly if such 
a document existed I would know of it, 
and I affirm to you, on my honor, that 
it does not exist. No, the legend of 
the secret treaty is a pure invention

“In refusing the demand of Germany 
to cross Belgium, we were simply per- 
forming a duty. We were bound to act 
toward our German neighbor to the 
east, just as we would have done to- 
ward our French neighbor to the west, 
for our duty and all our interests tend- 
ed to maintain the same attitude to- 
ward the powerful neighbors on our two 
frontiers. Suppose France had been 
the one to ask the right to cross Bel- 
gium and to attack Germany. We 


would have been bound to refuse it. And 
had such a demand ever been made, 
and ever been granted, what would Ger- 
many have said? It would have de- 
nounced us as violators of a tre&ty, 
and as false and dishonorable. 


“Legend” of French Designa, 
‘France never sought to enter Bel- 


gium. Yet here again Germany has 
sought to set up a legend that French 
designs on Belgium led to the German 
invasion of the country. Germany's 
course in entering Belgium was purely 
a strategic military operation, careful'y 
planned long in advance, and without 
the slightest justification of being a de- 
fensive move against French designs 
Against that, our King and Govern- 
ment took the only path open to them 
—the path of honor. There was nothing 
remaining but to defend our freedom, 
sword in hand, at the price of the na 
tion’s best blood—a freedom that the 
Germans, after defeating France, 
would have withheld from us all the 
more scornfully had we been weak 
enough to listen to them and cowardly 
enough to obey them. 

“But Belgium will have her compe~-.- 
sations when her complete independ- 
ence and freedom are established as 
part of the peace settlement and an 
adequate indemnity has been provided 
for her, and the time of reckoning i? 
fast approaching. Belgium has shaped 
her course, and with the powerful sup- 
port of her allies—England,. France, 
Russia, Italy, Japan, Portugal, Servia 
and now €umania—she will sustain her 
part of the burden of war to the very 
end. Belgium will come back to her 
own, in her place in the sun, and to 
complete freedom and independence.”

IN IRISH CONSCRIPTION 


Declares Attempt to Enforce It 
Would Cause _ Resistance 
Throughout the Island. 


WATERFORD, Ireland, Oct. 6.—In a 
notable address to his constituents here 
this afternoon John Redmond, the Irish 
Nationalist leader in Parliament, de- 


clared that despite the recent rebellion, 
“with all its inevitable aftermath of 
brutalities, stupidities and inflamed pas- 
sions,’’ home rule for Ireland is safe if 
Ireland remains sane. 

Redmond also declared that conscrip- 
tion could never be forced upon Ireland, 
adding: 

“I cannot bring myself to believe that, 
malign though the influences at work 
are, the Government will be _ insane 
enough to challenge a conflict with Ire- 
land on this subject. Conscription for 
Ireland, far from helping the army and 
the war, would be the most fatal thing 
that could happen.’ 

“It would be resisted in every village 
in Ireland,’’ continued Redmond. “Its 
attempted enforcement would be a scan- 
dal which would ring round the world. 
It would produce no additional men. 

‘‘The mere threat is paralyzing re- 
cruiting, which, mark you, is not dead, 
as some people say. The latest figures. 
indeed, show that from the date of the 
rising (Easter Sunday) until Septem- 
ber, 6900 recruits were received.

Aluminum Company of America to *Ex-diviaend. 
Handle All of Its Shipments CHICAGO PROVISIO 


From Arkansas. 


C. B. Fox, general manager of the 
Aluminum Co. of America’s plant in / 
Cast St. Louis, said today that his firm 
has purchased eight steel barges for ap- 
proximately $200,000 from the American 
Steel and Wire Co. The barges are 200 
feet long, 36 feet wide and have a ca- 
pacity of 1590 tons each. They will be 
added to the company’s fleet to carry 
bauxite ore, from which aluminum is 
made, from Devall’s Bluff, Ark., to East 
St. Louis. The firm already owned eight 
barges, and, with the new additions, the 
fleet will carry all the company’s ore, 
Fox said. The ore receipts at the plant 
are from 5600 to 1000 tons a day. It is ex- 
pected that each barge will make twWo 
round trips a month. They will be 
towed by tugs. 

The newly purchased barges are in the 
Ohio River, near Pittsburg, and will be 
taken to the Mississippi as soon as there 
is enough water in the Ohio to float 
them. 

Bauxite ore is mined at Bauxite, Ark., 
and sent by rail to Devall’s Bluff, on the 
White River, where ft is loaded on 
barges. This point is 200 miles below 
Memphis by water.
